We cannot agree thata seeming violation of 
the technical terms of the grant would vitiate 
or impair the city's title. The main fact in the 
case is that the property was given to the city 
for public purposes. At the time of the grant it 
was thought it would be suitable for a central 
city park. The growth of Chicago since then, 


} the development of our great park system, the 


surroundings of the plot of land in question, ren- 
der it undesirable to make it a public 
park, even if it were practicable. It has 
become a waste spot in the heart of the 
city, a camping place for itinerant show- 
men and pop-corn peddlers. Instead of being a 
park, as its name would indicate, it threatens to 
become a nuisance center if-longer kept open. 
That was not the intention of the United States 
Government when it granted the land to the 
city. The intention was to put it to the best 
public use, : 

What better or higher use can be made of it 
than as a site for a great public library, and the 
repository of our National Union battle memor- 
rials? Is it hkely that the dovors will object to 
such a use of the property? Is it not more likely 
that they will indorse the action of the Council 
in granting the ground for the purposes set forth 
in tue orainance? 

Property granted by the United States to 
cities for public purposes stands on a different 
footing from property granted by individuals. 
There is no instance’ where a violation of the 
technical terms of the grunt worked a forfeiture 
and a reversion to the Government. Even in the 
case of the railroad land grants, when the rail- 
road companies tailed to live up to the terms of 
the grant special acts of Congress were necessary 
to restore the same to the public domain. Does 
any member of this Council suppose that if Chi- 
cago builds a great public library on Dearborn 
Park Congress will pass an act of forfeiture? 
Rather will it not pass an act confirmatory of the 
action of this Council if deemed necessary to 
perfect or quiet the title in the city? 

The committee is assured by the members 
of the Public Library Board that there 
will be no considerable expenditure of 
public money in connection with the erec- 
tion of this proposed building until the 
city's title to the property and its right to use it 
for the purposes designated are confirmed by 
the courts. The passage of this ordinance will 
give the opportunity for the prompt adjudication 
of the questions in doubt or dispute in the prem- 
ises. In the meantime the passage of the ordi- 
nance can do go harm, for it cannot be main- 
tained that the passage of an ineffective ordi- 
nance would impair the city’s rights. 

The amended ordinance was made a special 
order for next. Monday evening at 8 o’clock. 
Subsequentiy Ald. Kile introduced an order 
directing the Corporation Counsel to drafta 
petition to be signed by the Mayor and the 
Council asking Congress to donate Dearborn 
Park for the purpose of the ordinance.

ALA, N. L., May 12.—[Special.]—The 
excitement over the defalcation in the Al- 
bany National Bank does not diminish, but 
rather increases, One firm which was mixed 
up in the defalcation of Bookkeeper George 
P. Whitney made a confession of judgment 
to the bank today. It was Gould & Co., law 
book publishers. The amount of the judg- 


ment was $35,000, while the firm’s indebted-

An Ex-Supreme Court Judge of Arizona 

Charged with an Attempted Killing. 

New Yorx, May 12—Murat Masterson, 
who says he is*an ex-Supreme Court Judge 
ot Prescott, Ari, and who lives at No. 
West Thirty-second streét, was 
locked up in the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station tonight on 
a charge of attempting to kill his alleged 
cousin and mistress, Mrs. Alice Hopkinson, 
at the Grand Central at No. 66 West Thirty- 
sixth street. sterson, according to the 
‘account given by Mrs. Hopkinson’s maid, 
called at the house early in the 
evening and beme denied admittance 
kicked the door open and entering ber apart- 
ment demanded 9 return of $100,000, which 
‘be claimed she had taken from him, auu 
threatened to murder her if she did 
not give it to him. A shot was 
heard shortly afterward and Masterson 
rushed from the room with a smoking 
pistol in his hand and running to the West 
Thirtieth Street Police Station demanded 
Mrs. Hopkinson’s arrest tor attempting to 
shoot him. Mrs. Hopkinson was arrested, 
and at the police station. made a counter- 
charge against Masterson. 

Ex-Judge Masterson comes from Prescott, 
Arizona, and is said to be worth $5,000,000. 
He has been a visitor at the flat för a long 
time, and his son Howard, a boy of 
18, lived witn Mrs, Hopkinson until a few 
weeks ago. Masterson, itis said, also owns 
gold mines at Cnihuahua, Old Mexico, and 
onyx mines in Arizona. He has an office at 
No. 6 Wali street, this city. He says he isa 
member of tne United States bar of Arizona. 

When the policemen brought him back to 
the house he accased the woman in 
their presence of having swindled him 
out of $100,000 in gold, and that 
she was now trying to blackmail 
him, He said he had been her dupe long 
enough. The woman denied his accusation 
and claimed that she was a partner of his in 
the mming business, and that the money she 
retained was her share of the profits. 
Jealousy 1s said to be at the bottom of the 
trouble.

IT WAS THE ONLY SALOON IN TOWN. 


A Draycat (Mass.) Liquor Establishment 
That Kept the Police Busy. 

LOWELL, Mass., May 12.—The little Town 
of Draycut is disgusted at the results of its 
solitary $8,000 liquor license, the holder of 
which haa his second day’s business today. 
The crowd was not so great today as that at- 
tending the opening Saturday, but the scenes 
have developed into a carnival of debauchery. 
The Mayor and Chief of Police of Lowell 
have refused to send officers there for duty, 
but twice has the patrol wagon been called 
there and returned loaded. There were num- 
berless small fighte, and a man named Far- 
rell was unmercifully pounded and sicked. 
Another man, named Rourke, fell off an elec- 
tric car tonight on the way to Lowell and haa 
his ankle fractured. The Lowell officers were 
stationed at the line and arrested and hand- 
cuffed the intoxicated persons as fast as they 
came over. In the vicinity of the saloon 
scores of hoodlums lay out in the fields, tram- 
pled over planted land, drank,and danced in 
high carnival. At 7 o’clock tonight the 
holder of the license was forced to shut down 
business for his own peace, and it is believed 
that a general uprising of citizens will cause 
a change in affairs. 


NO MORE CRAP-SHOOTING IN CINCINNATI. 


Places Where the Game Is Played to Be 
Raided Tonight. 
Cryornnatt, O., May 12.—[Special.]—The 
Police Commissioners of this city will take 
measures tomorrow to suppress crap-shoot- 
ing, which is being carried on on a big scale 
in Cincinnati. Several noted gamblers have 
opened crap-rooms and have been doing an 
immense business right under the eyes of the 
police. The law against gambling in this 
city authorizes the Mayor to direct the Chief 
of Police to raid the establishments. If after 
three days’ notice the Chief does not do so 
he can be suspended. The proprietor of the 
house can be compelled to abate the nuisance 
under penalty of fine and imprisonment. 
Faro and keno have been driven out, but 
crap-shooting has been running unmolested. 
Chief Kitsch will raid every place where the 
game is going on tomorrow night. ; 


FOUND GOLD ut PAYING QUANTITIES, 


A Mine in Saccessful Operation in Mary- 
land Near Washington. 
Prrresure, Pa., May 12.—[Special.]—A. B. 
Russ of Chicago, President of the Potomac 
Mining compuny of Maryland, passed 
through the city today en route to Chicago. 
The company’s mine 1s within fifteen miles 
of Washington, D. C., and Mr. Russ says his 
company has beyond doubt found gold in 
paying quantities. He produced a three-and- 
a-half-ounce virgin nugget and several pieces 
of refined gold, altogether worth nearly $100. 
“We have already working a thirty-foot and 
a tweive-foot paying streak,”’ he said, “ yield- 
ing from $12 to $20 per ton. We have a ten- 
stamp mill in constant operation. Our claim 
consists of sixty-five acres. Adjoining it 1s 
Senator Sawyer’s tract of 340 acres.

All 
who knew her and loved her came from 
miles around; Then the coffin was taken to 
the cemetery on the hili ana Dur 
it was interred the secret sorrow that drove 
a lovely girl to take her own life. There 

were two pegple who knew and loved Jennie 
Benson who came to Rome City for 
the funeral, who wanted to take 
one last look at the beautiful clay, but who 
nevertheless did not. They were Will A. 
Glatte and his wife from Kendallville. And 
yet it is likely their hearts were wrung with 
a deeper sorrow than any of those who 
thronged the church or stood outside tocatch 
a strain of the funeral hymns cr one word of 
the prayer or sermon. 
THE DEAD GIRL’S HISTORY. 

William Glatte is one of Kendallville's 
wealthy men, is a sturdy, straightforward 
fellow, the soul of honor, a rising young law- 
yer, the deputy prosecuting-attorney, and a 
member of the Town Council. Jennie 
was a poor girl, Her father was one 
of the Bensons of Jonesville, Mich., and just 
before she and her widowed mother came to 
Boone City. Ind., in 1881 they had lost their 
property. They were very poor. Mrs. 
Benson had married a man named 
Southworth and had again been widowed. 
Out of kindness of heart Mrs. Diana Gauntt, 
a bluff, sturdy Englishwoman, took Jennie in, 
first as a domestic, finally as one of her 
own family. The two Gauntt boys treat- 
ed her like a sister, ahd old Mr. 
Gauntt thought as much of her as if she had 
been his own daughter. When she came into 
the family she wore dresses that came to her 
shoe tops and said she was 16 years old in 
‘November. That was four years ago last 
July. 

The thin figure shot up until she was 5 feet 
544 inches tall. There is the mark on the 
sitting-room doorpost yet at the Gauntta’ to 
prove it.

RIGHTS IN THE RECORDER’S OFFICE. 


The County Attorney's Opinion as to the 
Privileges of Abstract Makers. 

County Attogney Terhune presented an 
opinion to the County Board yesterday on 
the richt of the abstract men to occupy the 
Recorder’s office. After reviewing the law 
governing the Recorder, which says thd 
books kept in his office and all instruments 
flied for record shall be open for public in- 
spection, the opinion goes on to say that the 
Legislature never intended that the prompt 
dispatch of the business of the Recorder’s 
office should be a secondary consideration, 
subservient to the fostering of private enter- 


stract takers. 

“The public undoubtedly has the right to 
inspect and copy all instruments and public 
records in the possession of the Recorder, 
but that privilege cannot be abused in favor 
of the abstract makers and at the eapense 
of the thorough and satisfactory dispatch of 
public business.”’ 

If the Recorder has not sufficient room to 
accommodate the abstract makers, the opin- 
ion says, he may make rules correcting tne 
evil. The Recorder is the sole judge as to 
when such an emergency exists, and in the 
absence of abuse of power and manifest op- 
pression his action will not be reviewed.”

The question of site is oceupying most of 
the attention of the directors of the Worid’s 
Fair—not in committee meetings perhaps, 
but individually. Each one is thinking of it 
and each has opinions, though few are 
willing to express them. — 

„Iwill have to vote on it,“ said one, and 
I do not care to express an opinion before my 
vote is cast. Matters may come up that will 
change my opinion.” 

rne Lake-Front is a favorite site with 
many, though others will express their 
opinion for or against that. 

“Think of its advantages,” say those who 
favor it. It can be reached so quickly.” 

«This is not a Chicago but a Worid’s Fair,” 
say the opponents. We are locating it to 
make such a-fair and not merely to be con- 
venient to Chicagoans.” 

The principal arguments advanced by mem- 
bers of the board who advocate the Lake- 
Front are that the Fair will depend for its 
success on its patronage, and that the nearer 
the grounds are to the heart of the city the 
larger the attendance will be. 7 


Front site isthat this might de true if the 
Fair were to be so small that many persons 
would be expected to drop im at noon, but 
that, as it isto be a World's Fair, a grander 
than any other ever held; people will go 
there day after day to spend the day, or at 
least the greater portion of it, every visit. 

The accessibility of che Lake-Front is a 
great argument withits advocates. Buteven 
that is disputed by its opponents. 

‘ft can be reached from only one of the 
city sides,” said q director. “If the crowd 
were coming and going constantly that wouid 
be allright. But there will de special occa- 
sions when crowds will come about the same 
time and disperse about the same time, Do 

ou remember the evening of Aprill 20, 
1880 when there was a display of fireworks 
on the Lake-Front? The streets were not 
wide enough to let the people get away. That 
night similar exhibitions were going on in 
other places, so that the crowd was not 
nearly as large as it would otherwise have 
been. Add to tnat the crowds that will be in 
the city and whet could be done when so 
great an assembiage dispersed, there being 
exits only on one side!“ 

HOW THIS IS ANSWERED. 

In reply to this it is set forth that if there 
were a large open space outside of the 
grounds the crowd could scatter over it and 
get away without troubie. 

No other sites have been considered seri- 
ously, although there are several that have 
advocates. Jackson Park seems to have 
many friends, and it is understood that 
George M. Pullman has offered some land 
north of Pullman on excellent terms. 

As it stauds now. however, the only two 
sites generally taiked of are the Lake-Front 
and Jackson Park. 

It will be ten days before everything is in 
working order at the World’s Fair headquar- 
ters. At present it is not even known who 
will occupy the different offices, some of the 
firms that have been occupying them not 
having moved out. The Adams Express peo- 
pie began moving yesterday. 

The only two World’s Fair officials now in 
their future offices are Auditor Ackerman 
and Treasurer Seeberger, occupying. Rooms 
and 8 respectively. These rooms are not 
fully arranged. The directors and commit- 
tees now meet in Rooms 1 and 2, and the di- 
rectors wil probably continue to meet there, 
but the committees will dave their own 
rooms. The Committee on Catalogues and 
Printing will have Room 5, and there the 
press headquarters will be located. 

WHO WILL GET THE POST? 

The Press Secretary, by the way, will be 
appointed within a few days. W. A. 8. Gra- 
ham occupied that position before he was 
taken ill, ana he is a candidate now under 
the permanent organization. Stanley Water. 
loo is also in the fiela. Both are old news- 
paper men. . 

There seems to de an uncertainty as to 
what the duties will de. Mr. Graham for- 
merly had to get the reports together and 
give them out to the press. It is said now, 
however, that the Press Secretary will have 
a large staff, some members of which will ve 
sent to foreign countries. 

In regard to the regular Secre 
there is little doubt that he will be ap- 
pointed at the next meeting of directors Sat- 
urday. The Secretary has important duties 
to perform atthe meeting of stockholders 
and he needs a little time to get his staff in 
shape. E. F. Cragin, the temporary Secre- 
tary, has already retired. 

Tben there are other positions to be filled. 
What they areis interesting a good many 
people, among them the directors. 

Applications,“ said Treasurer Seeberger, 
“are coming in by hundreds and most of the 
applicants don’t seem to know what they 
want. Theysimply say og want some- 
thing in connection with the World's Fair.“ 

All the directors have received rsonal 
applications end requests for positions. It 
seems to be a foregone conclusion that every 
Worid's Fair job is to be a sinecure—big pay 
and little work. Is it! Not according to 
those who ought to know. 

There will have to be Secretaries without 
number; the directors themselves have no 
idea how many. There will have to be peo- 
a to go to foreign countries, but no one 

nows how many. To some a single emis- 
sary will be sent, to others perhaps a delega- 
tion with clerks, etc. The sub-committees 
will need secretaries, and every department 
when completely organized wil! need clerks, 
MEETINGS OF COMMITTEES. 

There were two committee meetings yes- 
terjay. The Committee on Ways ano Means 
met at 12 o’clock, E. B. Butler, W. H. Coivin, 
H. N. Higinbotham, R. A. Keyes, E. F.

Waller being present. This committee seems 
to be working hard. It meets every week 
day at noon, and from no meeting have more 
than three been absent. The discussion yes- 
terday was as to the best method of raising 
the $5,000,000, the idea of raising it by bonds 
having been entirely abandoned. The dis- 
cussion was informal and no decision was 
reached.

a union picket appeared and persuaded the 
men to quit. Paterson called an officer, and 
under ais protection some of the men re- 
sumed work. At this the bricklayers put on 
their coats and left the building. Then Mr. 
Paterson signed the agreement. 

F. G. Lamoreaux of the Arbitration Com- 
mittee of the new bosses’ association has 
written areply tothe address of President 
Goldie of the Master Builders’ Association. 
He reviews tue history of the strike, urges 
that the Carpenters’ Council acted fairly, 
and deserves recognition and pleads with the 
old bosses to join hands with the new or- 
ganization and with the journeymen for 
pu of mutuai benefit. 

The report that the French Catering com- 
pany, No, 84 State street, had agreed to the 
terms dictated by the Waiters’ Union was at 
noon yesterday proven to be untrue. Forty- 
one waiters knocked off work and left a 
crowd of hungry people waiting for food. 
The manager, bookkeepers, cashiers, clerks, 
and other attachés supplied the patrons with 
all possible dispatch. Mr. noh said: 
*The men want $9 a week or $8.50 without 
Sunday work, but with me itis not so much 
a question of an advance in wages as it 1s the 
binding of myself to do the -union’s bidding 
on all occasions. Why, if I were to siga that 
agreemént the union would be the master 
and I the servant. We can care for our cus- 
tomers. None of the strikers will be taken 
back. Two men applied for work at the res- 
taurant during the afternoon and were em- 
ployed. The strikers have scouts out and 
will endeavor to persuade all applicants for 
service to turn away. 

At Kinsley's it was stated that the man- 
agement had all the men it wanted and that 
none of the strikers would be taken back. 
The latter, however, say that four men were 
hiredin thé morning, but joined the union 
in the afternoon. One of the waiters, when 
leaving the piace by the back door, was 
struck on the head with a brick and is now 
lying at the County Hospital. Another one 
— Tricks — received a threatening letter. 
The union men deny all connection witn 
these occurrences. 

The propnetor of the Brighton and Troy 
lunch-roems have signed we scale. Coyne 
1s pledged to sign as soon as Kohisaat does. 
Mr. Kohlsaat is away and the men say noth- 
ing will be done till he returns. The hotels 
will be taken up afterwards. 

The waiters have opened headayuarters at 
No. 127 La Salle street. There are almost 
120 men now idle. In order to support them 
an assessment of $l per capita has been 
levied on all members of the Culinary Al- 
liance who are at work. This will bring in 
about $2,500. Assistance is furnished by 
men who have been placed in the West and 
Northwest at different points. Crews have 
been sent as far as Spokane Falls, along the 
railroads, all of whom are now aiding their 
Chicago brothers. Letters have been sent 
to Louisville, Nashville, Atlanta, and all 
through the South advising colored men of 
the situation and asking them to keep away 
from Chicago. 

Quinn’s Chapel was filled again last even- 
ing with colored waiters. It was ciaimed 
there .was nota colored waiter employed at 
any of the principal notels an@ restaurants 
that had not joined the new union. 


Labor Notes. 


The men at A. H. Andrews & Co.’s desk 
factory returned to work yeaterday, having ob- 
tained an advance of wages for some and a halt 
holiday Saturdays. The firm refused to recog- 
nize the union. 

There was a short-lived strike at the 
furniture factory of Charles Passow & Son, No. 
865-869 Alport street, yesterday. A man named 
Henry Geiz was discharged. The men claimed 
the discharge was not justified and twenty-two 
of them struck. The man was reinstate 
work resumed. 

The Malleable Iron-Works did not resume 

work yesterday, as expected. The men were not 
satisfied with the concession of a change of pay- 
day, but insist on payment for overtime and an 
advance. They are still on strike. The firm has 
notified them that work will be resumed today 
and all who apply will be taken back at che old 
wages. 
The planing-mill employés held a meeting 
at No. 10 Desplaines street last evening. and 
again discus the matter of striking for the 
eight-hour day. The decision was to do nothing 
until the organization is strong enough to be suc- 
cessful. The new union has received a charter 
from the Federation of Labor, and has the title 
Federal Labor Union No. 5018. | 

Rumors of a proposed strike at the Stock- 
Yards July 1 have no foundation in fact. They 
grew out ot the attempt of the coopers some 
weeks ago to induce the butchers to join with 
them in a demand for eight hours, which the 
butchers refused.

Is it a Nationa! disgrace to stamp out such 
a proposition as this in the Adams bill, 
which means simply that no book shall be 
imported if it is printed in a foreign country 
and copyrighted here, thus giving the mo 
nopoly to tme foreign author and his pubiish- 
ing house in this country and sustaining 
that monopoly at the expense ot the reading 
classes who not afford to pay high prices 
for their literature! A fair and equitable 
offer based upon the royalty system bas been 
proposed, but the Eaglish authors turn up 
their noses at it. Then let them go without 
it and continue the present system until they 
are wiiling to forego extortion. It may be 
that the Eastern ring junta can befog, 
honeyfugie, or bulidoze members of Congress 
into changing their votes on this measure; 
but those wno do will be held strictiy to ac- 
count by tneir constituents. They will have 
to answer to the homes that don’t propose to 
pay three prices for their literature. West- 
ern members will do well to remember that 
the George E. Adams bill confers no copy- 
right on American authors in England, and 
to remember that in legislation, as in every- 
thing else, charity begins at home.

The conflicting interpretations puton the 
“original package” decision even by good 
lawyers can be explained only bya failure 
to read the fuil text of the decision and con- 
sider what the court clearly and explicitly 
said. Speaking for the court Chief-Justice 
Fuller quotes approvingly the following doc- 
trine as laid down in the original heense 
cases by Chief-Justice Taney over forty years 
ago: 

But although a State is ‘bound to receive and 
to permit the sale by the importer of any articie 
of merchandise which Congress authorizes to be 
imported, it is not bound to furnish a market for 
it, nor to abstain from the age of any law 
which it may deem med my or advisable to 
guard the health or morais of its citazens, al- 
though such law may discourage importation, or 
diminish the profits of the importer, or lessen the 
revenue of the Genéral Government. And if 
any State deems ths re ail aad mternai trafic in 
ardeat spirits injurious to ite citizens and calcu- 
lated to produce idiesess, vice, or debauchery, I 
see nothing in the Constitution of the United 
States to prevent it from jating and restrain- 
ing the traffic or from pros. altogether if 
it thinks proper. 

Not content with quoting the former dec- 
laration to the effect that while the com- 
merce ciause of the Constitution requires a 
State to receive imported articles it may 
nevertheless regulate and restrict the use or 
sale of the same, the court now adds: 


These decisions rest upon the undoubted right 
of the States of the Union to control their purely 


internal affair3, m doing which they exercise 


powers not surrendered to the National Govern- 
but whenever the law of the State 


with foreign nations or among the States, as it 


does when it inhibits directiy or indirectly ta- 


recei t of an imported commodity, or its dis posi- 
tion before it has ceased to become an article of 


trade between one State and another or another 


country than this, it comes in conflict With a 
power which in this particular has been exclu- 
sively vested in the Generai Government, and is 
therefore void. 


This ought to be explicit enough, especially 
when taken in connection with the deciara- 


tion which secures the privilege of sale 


only to “the foreign or non-resident im- 
porter.” Persons so descrived are guaran- 
teed the right to send lawful articles of com- 
merce into any State and the State cannot 
prevent the receipt thereof, but it may con- 
trol the sale or any disposition after the 
original package is broken. It cannot pre 
vent its citizens from receiving liquor from 
other States, but may prohibit any sale of 
the same at retail or to be drank on the 
premises. Anything done with the liquor 
after the breaking of the original package 
comes under local law exclasively.

No such suggestion has been made in pub- 
lic or private. It is doubtful if anybody has 
dreamed of such an outrageous thing. The 
idea would not be toicrated for a moment. 
The money subscribed and to be. subscribed 
for Fair purposes is not to be cast into the 
basin for the benefit of any one should the 
Lake Front Park be selected as the site and 
the submerged lands out to the Government 
dock line be filled up. 

If the Lake-Front is to be used as a site 
the four or five millions to be expended in 
Diling and filling will nave to come from 
some other source than the subscriptions for 
the Fair, and there is but one way in which 
it can be had. The various parties claiming 
title, the city, State, and railroad company, 
must make a contract with the World’s Fair 
directors which shall bind the one winning 
the suit and profitimg by the work done by 
the corporation to repay it the cost of nec- 
essary filling and piling. And this contract 
must be so strong and binding that the Chi- 
cago banks and capitalists will be ready to 


advance on it as a collateral the needed 


millions. As the property which will be cre- 
ated will be worth over twenty-five millions 
the contract must be bottomed on substan- 
tial values. 

If such adocument on which money can 
be raised cannot be secured it is useless to 


| talk of filling the pond out of the stockhold- 


ers’ subscriptions, every cent of which will 
be required for the needed buildings. 

It will be seen there are many ifs about 
the Lake-Front. The Nauonal Commission 
may not think the site large enough for the 
whole Fair, and may object to splitting up 
the Exposition into two or more separate 
parts, But before it can be offered to the 
Commissioners there must be a certainty ef 
yaising five millions outside of the subscrip- 
tions for filling and piling the pond.

WILL NOT ADMIT VIRGINIA CATTLE. 


England Afraid of Pieuro- Pneuamonia—The 
Temperance Question in the ' ommone«. 
Lonpon, May 12.—In the House of Com- 

mons tonight Sir John Kinloch asked the 
Government to allow the importation of cat- 
tle from Virginia. The cattle there, he saia, 
were always free from pieuro-pneumonia, 
the region being many hundreds of miles dis- 
tant from the infected districts. Cattle 
could be shipped from that State without 
touching other States. 

Mr. Chaplin, President of the Board of 
Agriculture, denied that Virginia was al- 
ways free from pleuro-pneumonia. He said 
the report of the United States Department 
of Agriculture in 1885 referred to the 
prevalence of cattle disease in 
Virginia in the summer of that 
year. Again in 1887 an outbreak was report- 
ed. In March last a cargo of diseased cattle 
arrived at Deptford from Baltimore, show- 
ing that there were infected districts near 
Vireinia. The Government therefore couid 
not except Virginian cattle. 

Mr. Ritchie, President of the Locai Gov- 
ernment Board, moved that the Local Taxa- 
tion bill dealing with pubiicans’ licenses be 
read the second time He appealed 
to the temperance party to recognize 
existing facts.

Beruin, May 12.—Chancellor Caprivi and 
Minister von Marschall addressed the Reichs- 
tag today at some length in the col- 
onial debate on the additional sub- 
sidies for East Africa. The Chancellor 
said those who thought that the 
recent changes in tne official world meanta 
change of policy were mistaken. The speaker 
had, so far from being a friend of the 
colonial policy, deplored the steps taken 
in that direction, but was now con- 
vinced that not only Germany’s honor 
but her material interests required 
her to on. The State had expended 
nearly 600,000,000 marks and some companies 
over 15,000,000. Some day, however, the 
whole matter might be turned over to the 
company, and later showa clear protit over 
expenses.
